Location ok next Convkntion. 

A vote on the questions in refer- 
ence to the Hartford Mounment is 
now being taken and the result will 
be announced in due time. With 
this que.stion out of the way, the 
Executive Committee will now pro- 
ceed to consider the location of the 
next convention, and this subject is 
now before the Committee. 

At the Colorado Springs Conven- 
tion invitations were received from 
Atlanta, Ga. ; Omaha, Neb. ; Aber- 
deen, S. D, ; and St. Louis, Mo.

be more fully explained later. I pro- 
pose to publish in successive i.ssues 
of the Journal the claims and in- 
ducements offered by each city. The 
matter will then be open to discus- 
sion and motion by members of the 
Executive Committee. 

An invitation is also hereby ex- 
tended to members of the Association 
in good .standing, (1. c, who have 
their dues) outside the Ivxccutive 
Committee to express their views.

Tlie Chairman: — I am decidedly 
ojiposed to the above motion l)ecause 
it is inipraclicable, and under the 



Rules for Disucssion I would be 
justified in ruling it out of order. 
However, not desiring to be arbi- 
trary, I will submit it to the Kxecu- 
tive Committee. 

The following editorial, which ap- 
peared in the Observer on February 
1 6th, while I had no hand in writing 
it, fairly expresses my position on 
the subject: 

"How Shall the President Recognize 
Motions?" 

' ' A president who has to conduct 
the proceedings of a large assemblage 
is in a trying ^Hjsitioii when perhaps 
a dozen persons spring to their feet 
at once demanding recognition. He 
nmst give the floor to some one and 
that in an impartial way 

' ' A presiding officer who has to 
conduct business with a committee 
of eight, the members of which are 
.scattered all over the country, has 
an equally tryfng time. 

" The president of an assemblage 
cannot recognize every person who 
wishes to speak. Can the chairman 
of a committee immetliately recognize 
every motion sent in, when he has 
to send said motion by mail to each 
of the eight committeemen, give 
time for discussion, which will take 
weeks if not mouths, and finally 
take a vote ? It can't be done 

" There is but one way to do it, 
and that is for the chairman to use 
his judgment as to the importance 
of motions and submit them accord- 
ingly, as time permits. Some ques- 
tions demand prompt attention, 
others do not. 

" It may be argued that questions 
should be submitted in the order in 
which they are received, but such 
course will hardly work. Under it 
a man who wished to block 
legislation could send in fifty 
motions, which would pretty effec- 
tually fill up all the tinie for the next 
three years. 

" We believe that Mr. Hanson's 
action in submitting motions accord- 
ing to their importance is right and 
should receive the approval of those 
who wish to see the largest possible 
good done. ' ' 



That is my position, hi a meet- 
ing a ^>erson in order to make a 
motion must first obtain the floor, 
and the vwwer of recognition rests 
with the chairman. If every body 
could make a motion on any subject 
whenever he chose, then chaos 
would be result. In conducting 
business by mail it is even more 
necessary to have order and system. 
This discussion by mail is a new 
departure for which I assume the 
responsibility, and I am trying to 
carry it out in an orderly and sys- 
tematic manner to meet the condi- 
tions under which we have to do 
business. The mere writing and 
mailing a motion does not give it 
any parliamentary standing. It 
must first be recognized by the 
chairman. The amount of time I 
can give to it is limited ; the anioant 
of space that can be given in the 
Journal is also limited to TWO 
columns a week. 

Mr. Regensbiug's motion would 
do away with publication and public 
discussion. If the Kxecutive Com- 
mittee prefer to vote blindly with- 
out hearing the reasons for or against 
a motion, it is their privilege to 
say so. For my part I believe in 
conducting our business opeuly and 
above board. 

Should such a motion be adopted it 
would !)■ iry to provide suffi- 

cient coi; oil to the Chairman 

for his time, a.s well as a sufficient 
force of clerks. 1 certainly will not 
spend all my time putting motions 
which anybody may chose to make, 
especially if sent in at the rate 
Mr. Regensburg has started to 
make them. 

By the way, Mr. Regensburg, 
have you submitted your motion to 
Mr. Tilden and assured yourself of 
its legality ?

A Note Of Warnintc 

"The Live Topic alaout lip-reading which 
I noticed in The Sun of May i interested 
me," said a theatrical manager. "Time 
and time again we're asked to have our 
actors face the audience sfjuarely when 
speaking lines that are of great importance, 
'fhe explanation for this request is gener- 
ally the same, that deaf people in the 
audience who depend on lip reading rather 
than hearing lose the run of the play if 
some important lines are .spoken by a per- 
son whose lip can't be read. An actor or 
actress who's stuck on posing in profile is 
always the despair of the deaf people in 
the auflience, as they say it's almost im- 
possible to read lips in profile. (-)ur ticket 
agent hears another side of the some 
(luestion. People tell him when buying 
tickets that some one in the party is stone 
deaf and must read the lips of the actorsin 
in order to follow the play. Theu they 
ask him on which side of the theatre these 
particular seats should 1* locatetl to make 
this lip reading the most satisfactory. 
Often the stage setting decides which way 
the actors must face, and if a deaf person 
gets on the wrong side of the honse the 
play is practically lost." — A'. K Snn. 

Editor Journal: I have been a 
lip-reader all these days of my deaf- 
ness and still use this method as a 
means for communication with the 
hearing world to the fullest extent 
of my ability. I attribute much of 
whatever success I may have attain- 
ed to this proficiency and am consi- 
dered a good reader by those with 
whom I come in touch, during and 
out of business hours. My capacity 
in this respect is sufficient for my 
needs, which cover responsibilities 
of no mean order; but try as I might, 
I never have been able to follow a 
singU line right out of the mouths of 
folks occupying the stage, even when 
vis-a-vis with the speaker during the 
whole delivery. Moreover, in my 
associations with the lip-reading 
Deaf, I have made it an object to dis- 
cover their experience in this regard 
and have yet to meet one who could 
get the run of a play by lip-reading 
per se. In fact, I find these are 
agreed such claim, as are made in this 
clipping are absurd on the face of it, 
and that there are no greater scoffers 
than these selfsame lip-readers 
against the existence of any such 
stone deaf individual who could 
accomplish such a stunt. The ac- 
count is a delusion aud a .snare. 
Evidently some lip-reading faddist 
has the Sun's Live Topics man under 
his wing, and my, what tommy- 
rotten pabulum this gullible .scribe 
gulps. 

In this connection I wish to say 
the impression seems to be gaining 
ground among those having the wel- 
fare of the Deaf at heart, and not 
without good reason, that the pure 
lip-reading propaganda has been in- 
sidiously cultivating a public sen- 
timent prejudicial to what is known 
as the " Combined System" and iu 
favor of pure " Oral ism", which in- 
cludes lip reading, to tbeexclusion 
of " Manualism." 

This is wrong, if true, and will 
inevitably result in failure. 

I am far from asserting that any 
such clique exists, or that any such 
program is contemplated at present, 
at least, by the lip-reading coteries. 
What I now write is rather a note 
of warning to them that the Deaf 
and their well wi.shers are suspicious 
of their intentions. It is not enough 
for men to be innocent; they must 
so conduct themselves that we will 
know them to be innocent. And if 
they permit the contrary impression 
to become prevalent, they have done 
themselves a wrong only second to 
what they would be doing if this 
impression were based on truth. 

For my part I believe the tryc 
principle of progress iu the correct 
.solution of the education of the 
Deaf, is to try all systems with an 
open mind and hold fast to that 
which is found to be good. Let all 
be square. 

And this brings up the matter of 
team work— pulling together. 

There is no reason why there 
should be antagonism l>etween the 
Deaf on any question concerning 
their amelioration, and every reason 
why friendly relations should always 
ije established between them. 

There can be but' oue 1< 
object for criticism, and tlj . •> 

make things better. 

Defects should be recognized and 
pointed out— not simply because 
they are defects, but in order that 
the good may be encouraged, and 
have larger scope for development. 
That is the essential thing. The 
work the N. A. D. is doing is pro- 
bably not perfect. No one knows 
that better than President Hanson. 
But it is a gre^ ''■

The i>eaf al large 
want to strengthen it, improve it, in 
every way possible, and I know Presi- 
dent Hanson welcomes every ones 
help to that end.

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A COUPLE OK MISSTATEMENTS. 

Editor Journal:^— In the N. A. 
D. ofiicial columns of your issue for 
April 27th, occurs the following 
statement by Mr. Hanson: — 

"According to a motion made by Mr. 
Veditz at the Colorado convention the K,n- 
dowment I'und <Mnnot be iise<l until the 
income therefrom amounts to $10,000 a 
year. If we are to wait till this dream is 
realized before doing active work, we shall 
have to wait a long time. Judging from 
the numt>er who have declined to serve on 
the committee there appears to be little 
enthu.siasm for it, and little prospects for 
its speedy reali/Mion." 

In the first place I never made a 
motion of any kind in reference to 
the Kndowment Fund. Neither did 
any one else, to the best of my 
recollection. 

But what I did do was to hand to 
the Committee on Resolutions a 
memorandum to the effect that the 
Jvndowment Committee should be 
made a standing Committee of the 
Association charged with the 
accumulation of a fund whose income 
should equal or exceed $10, 000 per 
annum. 

This resolution was presented at 
the Convention and adopted without 
amendment or debate. 

There is nothing to warrant Mr. 
Hanson's assumption that the income 
of the Fund is not immediately 
available. The fund now contains 
$202.37. All but $2. or cam* from 
Colorado Springs, and the intention 
of the donors was that the interest 
should be used toward the current 
expenses of the As.sociation as soon 
as available and that the principal, 
alone, should remain intact. 

It does not become anyone in- 
terested in the welfare and effective- 
ness of the Association, and least of 
all its president, to make such lax 
and misleading statements. Nor 
does it become Mr. Hanson to throw 
cold water utx>n what should be an 
important issue of his administra- 
tion by intimating that there seems 
but little interest in the project. If 
he is correct, the blame must large- 
ly be laid at his own door, for at the 
l)egiiiuiug of his term the necessary 
enthusiasm was plentifully in evi- 
dence, only he was unable to discern 
it. His proper course would have 
been to request the Moving Picture 
Committee to serve as Kndowment 
Fund Committee, and to continue 
and devote all its work on the former 
committee into that of the endow- 
ment. 

Again, granting that the Kndow- 
ment F^und were hedged in with the 
restriction Mr. Hanson alleges, it is 
an exceedingly far-fetched conclu- 
sion that active work in the Associa- 
tion mu.st be deferred until the com- 
pletion of the fund. The pro.secu- 
tion of the endowment work should 
not in the least interfere with the 
prosecution of the general work of 
the A.ssociation — the advancement of 
the American deaf along all lines.

Mr. Kditor, permit me to explain 
why. 

I suggest that Mr. Howard ap- 
jKiiut two or three deaf-mutes on 
every large City and furnish them 
with silver badges reading: " Society 
for the suppression of Deaf Im- 
postors, Special Officer." 

Having gotten these badges as 
well as credentials from Chief 
Howard, we go to the Board of 
Police of our City and get legally 
apiK)inted as "Special Officer" 
without pay. It is in this way that 
the societies for the prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, Children, etc., 
get their meml.>ers appointed special 
officers with the power to make 
arrests. 

Vou kuow how an ignorant hear- 
ing {)oliceman will sometimes let an 
imjwstor go, when we get hold of 
him, or how it is not always easy to 
have our complaint given proper at- 
tention. The badges will do the 
business. We have one to show 
them and both the police and the 
committing judge will be more re- 
spectful.

Cleveland , 

Here are some good Cleveland 
suggestions from Ohio's deaf tree 
doctor, to those who are interested 
in fruit culture, from one of the 
Cleveland papers: 

For the irnidance or those amateur 
farmers, who will seize the oppor- 
tnnitj' of the springtime and plant 
a tree or a flower, Charles R. Neil- 
lie, entomologist of the city forestry 
department, has prepared an article, 
in which he tells what kind of trees 
to plant and how to plant them. 

Mr. Neillie is a deaf-mute, but 
despite the handicap which nature 
has placed upon him, he has acquir- 
ed an exhaustive knowledge of trees 
anil plants. 

As an encouragement and an aid 
to fruit growing, Mr Neille susrgests 
the forming of clubs in communi- 
ties and the starling of friendly ri- 
valry in fruit growing among the 
neighbors. When a club has been 
formed, lecturers can l)e secured, 
who will advise as to the most ap- 
proved method of getting the best 
results from a small fiaiden plot or 
miniature orchard. 

Apple, peach, pimn and pear 
tiees should be plauted in this lo- 
cality, he says, and if properly car- 
ed for will not only beautyify the 
yard, but wiM yield uood financial 
returns for the investment of time 
and money. If several in a neigh 
borhood plant trees, all the trees 
will be better because of the cross- 
ing pollen. Strong varieties will in 
this way aid weaker ones. 

Apple trees of " standard variety 
should- be planned thirty to forty 
feet apart. For the first ten or fif- 
teen years early bearing apples, 
pears, peaches, plums or cheriies 
may be planted between them, 
but they must be cut down as soon 
as their t)ranches cut the stamlards. 

Pears should be fifteen to twentj' 
feet apart, peachs sixteen, plums 
sixteen, and cherries twenty to 
twenty-five feet. 

Holes should be dug two or three 
feet deep and manure placed at the 
bottoms, according to Neillie, and 
then the hole partly refilled with 
dirt before the tree is placed iu it 
The roots of all trees should be 
dampened, and while planting one 
keep the roots of the others moist 
and covered. All broken and 
bruised roots should be cut off and 
weak branches removed. 

The branches should be cut otT, 
says Neillie, to a strong bud, point- 
ing in the direction it is desired the 
branch to take, and the desired re- 
sult will usually be obtained. 

Neillie further says : *' Place the 
trees in the hole about two inches 
lower than they stood in the nur- 
series and sift fine soil around the 
roots. When the roots are well bed- 
ded. All the hole, water thoroughly 
and cover with a layer of manure or 
grass cuttings to preserve the mois- 
ture. Water the trees once every 
two or three weeks.
